New building at

The strategy 

came to light when 
plans for the new 
Science, Technology, 


Engineering, Arts and 
Mathematics (STEAM) 
academy building at the 
Pencoed campus were 
submitted to planners 
at Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

There was an 
enthusiastic response 
from BCBC, with Clh 
Charles Smith, Cabinet 
Member for Education 
and Regeneration, say¬ 
ing: “Relocating to the 
town centre would offer 
many advantages while 
strengthening the area’s 
reputation as a hub 
for further and higher

“Once Bridgend 
College is ready to pro¬ 
gress its plans, we’ll be 
happy to work closely 
with them and provide 
expert advice and sup¬ 
port that will help to 
secure the future of the 
college.” 

The proposal involves 
relocating the engineer¬ 
ing, automotive and 
technical faculties from 
Bridgend College’s 
Cowbridge Road cam¬ 
pus to the Pencoed site, 
placing it alongside the 
college’s existing con¬ 
struction academy.

Government to provide

After receiving the 
petition, Caroline Jones 
AM said: “Mayameen 
Meftahi is a truly 
inspirational woman, 
subjected to years of 
harrowing abuse at the

WI throws its weight behind 
the campaign for better 
bus services in the borough 


IT only seems to be 
five minutes ago that I 
was wishing everyone 
‘Happy New 2018’ and 
yet here we are already 
two weeks into 2019! 
Where does the time go? 

Anyway, on to the business 
of the month - Resolutions! The 
first meeting of the year is always 
the point when WI members 
nationwide are given the oppor¬ 
tunity to have their say on which 
resolution to be taken forward 
as a national campaign by the 
National Federation of Women’s 
Institutes later in the year. 

On January 10, 40 members of 
Sker WI met to do just that. As 
usual there were six resolutions 
to consider. Topics were wide 
and varied covering issues such as 
‘Improving Plant Biosecurity in the 
UK’ and ‘Don’t Fear the Smear’. 

This year, however, there was a 
unanimous vote in favour of a res¬ 
olution that chimed very strongly 
with members of Sker WI, a 
topic that I have no doubt will be 
echoed by many of my readers. 

The resolution that Sker WI 
chose was ‘A Call Against The 
Decline in Local Bus Services’. 


This resolution highlights the 
massive nationwide decline in 
the number of bus routes, par¬ 
ticularly in rural and semi-rural 
areas. The resolution calls on 
the ‘Government and local 
authorities to increase subsidies 
and work in partnership with 
bus companies and community 
transport operators to enable an 
adequate provision of services.’ 

It is argued that this strategy 
is necessary in order to help 
alleviate loneliness, improve 
health and well-being and pro¬ 
mote sustainable development. 

As a community Porthcawl, 
along with many neighbouring 
towns, is facing such a massive 
reduction in bus routes that some 
areas will have no bus service 
at all. This will have severe 
consequences for some of our 
more vulnerable citizens, and 
is a great cause for concern for 
many people who have not got 
the financial resources for pri¬ 
vate cars or taxis and may not 
be eligible for the community 
transport service. Those who may 
be eligible for this service may not 
know how to access it anyway. 

With the imminent relocation 
of the town’s GPs from the town 


centre to the new health centre 
in Newton, many of Sker WI’s 
members voiced concern that 
the curtailment of some of the 
more crucial bus routes is going 
to coincide with the opening of 
the health centre and that this 
will inevitably cause worry and 
disruption to many patients. 

Hopefully, the situation regard¬ 
ing adequate public transport links 
can be reconsidered before too 
long and access to an efficient and 
effective public transport service 
is once again seen as something 
that is necessary to the well-being 
of the community at large, and 
not just as an expensive luxury 
that can be the first service to 
be hit when the time comes. 

From its beginning in 1915, the 
Women’s Institute has been a cam¬ 
paigning organisation. I am proud 
to see that Sker WI is happy to con¬ 
tinue in that same proud tradition.

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Porthcawl man 
jailed after 
Nantymoel 
robbery attempt 


A MAN has been 
jailed for a ‘fero¬ 
cious’ attack on a 
shop worker. 

Matthew Welch, 
aged 26, of Porthcawl, 
was jailed for six years 
and five months at 
Cardiff Crown Court on 
January 3. 

He pleaded guilty to 
assault with intent to 
commit robbery. 

The court heard 
Welch entered the 
Premiere Store, Dinam 
Street in Nantymoel 
on March 9, 2018 at 
around 8.15pm wearing 
a mask and carrying a 
wooden stick. He then 
jumped behind the shop 
counter and started 
hitting the shop worker 
in the head and upper 
body with the stick. 

The attack moved 
from behind the counter 
where Welch continued

to beat the shop 
worker; striking him 
so hard that his stick 
snapped in half 

The shop worker 
was able to fend off the 
attacker who then fied 
the scene. 

The worker received 
bruising, bumps and 
swelling to the fore¬ 
head, along with pain 
to his jaw and hairline. 
He suffered with severe 


headaches after the 
attack. 

Detective Constable 
Neville Evans said: 
“This was a ferocious 
attack with a weapon 
on a lone shop worker. 

I would like to com¬ 
mend the bravery of 
the shop worker and 
say thank you to him 
and the community 
who provided vital 
information which 
helped ensure Welch’s 
conviction. 

“This sentence sends 
out a clear message 
that these offences 
will not be tolerated 
in Bridgend county 
borough and we will 
always work to ensure 
offenders are brought to 
justice.”

Showjumping Wales NHS 
manager convicted of fraud

A HORSE-lover 
was ordered to 
repay more than 
£8,000 sick pay she 
defrauded from the 
NHS for chronic 
back pain after 
being found guilty 
on January 11. 

Wales NHS hospital 
laboratory manager Elise 
David, 33, claimed she 
was in too much pain to 
work - but was caught 
on camera jumping over 
fences, on horseback, 
at four country events. 

David went off 
on sick leave from 
her £49,000-a-year 
laboratory with back 
injuries and “cognitive 
deficiencies” after 
falling off her horse. 

But she was described 
by a judge as “calcu¬ 
lated, deliberate and 
dishonest” in making the 
bogus sick pay claims. 

Nigel Fryer, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “David was 
off work for the next 
four months but she 
was taking part in dres¬ 
sage, cross country and 
showjumping competi¬ 
tions during that time.” 

A jury convicted her 
of fraud after hearing 
she took part in four 
show-jumping events 
on her seven-year- 
old gelding called 


Caereau Freeway. 

David rode her horse 
at two events in Wales 
and two in the West 
Country at the time 
she claimed she had 
the chronic back pain. 

Newport Crown Court 
heard David went to four 
equestrian events during 
her four months on the 
sick - but claimed she 
took her doctor’s advice 
to do “gentle exercise” 
as a green light to 
continue horse riding. 

David even under¬ 
went medical exami¬ 
nations “only a matter 
of days” after she was 
found to be competing 
at equestrian events. 

Witnesses claimed 
David appeared to 
“shuffle” and said “her 
gait was timid” and 
walked with a stick at 
the occupational health 
examinations which 
determined whether 
she was fit to work. 

David had contacted 
her employers in June 
2016 at the Surgical 
Materials Testing 
Laboratory in Bridgend, 
south Wales, where 
she worked as quality 
manager to say she had 
“injured her back and 
was struggling to walk”. 

Mr Fryer said: “She 
called in on September 
6 that year and stated 


she was still having 
difficulty walking 
and could not drive.” 

A colleague found 
her name on the British 
Eventing website, 
displaying results 
for 2016 and 2017. 

David, who has no 
previous convictions, has 
a degree in pharmaceuti¬ 
cal studies and a masters 
in clinical research. 

She started her 
job in January 2015 
on £49,000. She was 
accused of fraud between 
July and October 2016. 


David told the jury: 
“At that time I felt well 
enough and I wanted 
to ride my horse. 

“The doctor said if I 
felt well enough, I could 
get back on the horse. 

“I didn’t tell her I’d 
been on a horse since 
the first consultation 
because I didn’t want her 
to get worried about me.” 

David, of Nottage, 
Porthcawl, denied fraud 
but was convicted. 

She was handed a 
12-week jail term, sus¬ 
pended for one year. 


Judge Daniel Williams 
said: “You were 

employed as a quality 
manager and you were 
earning almost £50,000. 

“You fell from your 
horse and claimed a 
sickness note. You 
claimed to be unfit to 
work for four months. 

“During the four 
months you took part 
in four showjumping 
tournaments. That, 
I’m afraid, says it all.” 

David had appeared 
at occupational health 
examinations “shuffling” 
and with a “teetering gait” 
despite having com¬ 
peted at equestrian shows 
only days beforehand. 

Judge Williams 
condemned this as 
a “comical act”. 

He said: “That was 
quite a contrast to the 
photographs I saw of 
you towering over jumps 
on your horse. You 
were calculated, delib¬ 
erate and dishonest.” 

David was ordered to 
complete 180 hours of 
unpaid work and must 
pay £8,216.71 compen¬ 
sation to Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
as well as £2,500 in costs.

T want to go to graveyard where 
his ashes were scattered’ 
Serbian man seeks answers on 


emotional trip to Pontypridd 


A SERBIAN man 
will travel in the 
footsteps of his 
grandfather when 
he visits south Wales 
this February. 

Three years ago, The 
GEM told the story of 
Slobodan Erdeljan who 
was desperate to find 
out what had happened 
to his grandfather 
Danilo Ljubenko who 
escaped from Belgrade 
during a civil conflict at 
the time of the Second 
World War and fled to 
the sanctuary of the UK. 

Over the years, the 
family received infre¬ 
quent letters and photos 
from Pontypridd - and 
then they stopped. 

Mr Erdeljan and his 
family were anxious to 
find out what had hap¬ 
pened to Mr Ljubenko. 

People in south 
Wales saw the GEM 
story and got in touch 
with Mr Erdeljan. 

They said his grand¬ 
father was known in 
Pontypridd as ‘Danny’ 
and he died in 1985 from 
an industrial disease 
after working as a miner. 

Mr Erdeljan under¬ 
stands Mr Ljubenko 
stayed in a hostel when 


he first arrived in south 
Wales and later lived as 
a tenant at Howell Street, 
Cilfynydd, Pontypridd. 

Mr Erdeljan, aged 
28, said: “My parents, 
but especially my 
grandmother, who 
died a few months 
ago, always wondered 
what happened to him. 

“The thing is we’ve 
always been quite a 
modest family so we 
were never in a position 
to investigate or research 
what became of him, 
and where he might be. 

“I now have my 
visa and will arrive in 
London on February 
21. I am planning to 
visit Howell Street. 

“I will try to research a 
bit during my visit. I am 
planning to visit places 
like the local church and 
library where I could find 
out something about him. 

“I also want to go to 
the graveyard where his 
ashes were scattered.” 

Mr Erdeljan is a big 
football supporter and 
hopes to visit a couple of 
stadiums during his trip.

Taxi fares are all set to 
change in county borough 


TAXI fares will change in Bridgend 
county borough this week after a 
new pricing proposal suggested 
by licensed drivers was agreed. 

A number of taxi drivers have argued that 
fares should be increased for the first time 
since 2011, due to the rise in cost of living, 
coupled with the cost of running their vehicles. 

In October, after considering four alternative 
pricing structures put forward by drivers, cab¬ 
inet members from Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) agreed with the option 
which had the most support from the trade. 

The chosen option suggested that, for one to four 
passengers, the daytime ‘pick up rate’ which covers 
the first half mile of a journey should be raised by

30p to become £2.80 instead of £2.50. After this 
distance, the fares would increase by 20p every 
tenth of a mile as opposed to every eighth of a mile. 

Fares would remain more expensive between 
the hours of 8pm and 6am, as well as on Bank 
Holidays and Christmas Day. Drivers were also 
keen for the soiling charge to increase to £125. 

The proposal was advertised by the coun¬ 
cil in November as a public notice, giving local 
residents the chance to raise any concerns. The 
fare changes have now been approved and will 
come into effect from Monday, January 14. 

Cllr Dhanisha Patel, a member of the Shared 
Regulatory Services Joint Committee which covers 
licensing matters, said: “Drivers were keen to see a 
slight fare change as they have been telling us that 
they face larger outlays before they can start to earn a 
living. However, it was important to strike a balance, 
bearing in mind that taxis should remain affordable 
for the public, especially those who depend on them. 

“If you compare the taxi fares between all 370 
local authorities across the country, Bridgend county 
borough is currently the 331st most expensive 
area to hail a taxi, at £4.90 for a two-mile jour¬ 
ney. The most expensive fare can be found in 
Watford, where a two-mile journey costs £8.40. 

“Under the new fare rate, a two-mile jour¬ 
ney here will cost £5.80, which will put us in 
roughly the middle at 198th most expensive, 
which is still cheaper than the Vale and Cardiff.” 

All of the taxis, also known as hackney carriages, 
that are licensed by BCBC can be hailed from the 
street, operate from taxi ranks, or be pre-booked 
if required. Their pricing structures differ from 
those for private hire vehicles, which always need 
to be pre-booked and cannot be flagged down.

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The X2 bus service 
consultation has ended 


BUS operator First Cymru 
says that hundreds of peo¬ 
ple shared their thoughts 
and opinions regarding 
the proposed change to 
the Cardiff section of the 
X2 Cymru Clipper Service 
between Porthcawl and 
Cardiff during its six week 
consultation period, which 
ended last month. 

People were also invited to sug¬ 
gest improvements to the service 
as part of the first consultation into 
this service for 20 years. 

A First Cymru spokesman said: 
“The consultation was launched to 
better understand the views of X2 
service users and would-be users 


to see what improvements they 
would like. The operator proposes 
to run from Culverhouse Cross 
via the A4232 to Cardiff Bay and 
the A470 (Lloyd George Avenue) 
towards the city centre. 

“This would save an average 
eight minutes on each journey 
by no longer travelling via the 
A48 and A4161 Lansdowne Road, 
where few passengers get on or off 
and which, during peak times, is 
affected by congestion. 

Marie Cronin, operations 
manager for First Cymru East, 
said: “We are now analysing what 
people have told us and we will 
publish a summary. While it is too 
early to predict the decision, it is 
expected that any changes to the 
service would be made in early 


2019. We would like to thank 
everyone who’s participated in the 
consultation.” 

The consultation was promoted 
through its digital channels and 
was covered by local media. To 
support the consultation and make 
sure X2 customers have ample 
opportunity to find out more about 
the proposed change and ask 
questions. First staff travelled on 
board the X2 service over a three- 
week period, during which time 
they spoke to customers, answered 
questions and collected around 
250 completed questionnaires. An 
online questionnaire aimed at a 
wider audience attracted a further 
150 responses over six weeks.

The proposals also 
include 168 new park¬ 
ing spaces for students 
and staff as well as an 
external service yard 
area next to the new 
engineering and motor 
vehicle workshops.

Plans are revealed for ‘wellness village’

PLANS for 59 homes and 
a healthcare centre on the 
old Sunnyside council offices 
and magistrates court site in 
Bridgend have been submitted. 

The development - ealled the 
Sunnyside Wellness Village - is a eol- 
laboration between housing assoeiation 
Lino Cymru and the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University (ABMU) Health 
Board. 

The three-storey health oentre 
involves a GP praotioe, formed by 
the transfer of servioes from Ashfield 
Surgery and Newoastle Surgery, a 
pharmaey, a speeialist dentist unit and a 
oar park with 66 spaoes. 

The proposals inelude a mix of two, 
three and four-bedroom terraoe homes 
as well as a small terraoe of one and 


two-bedroom bungalows, designed for 
people with disabilities. 

The site also inoludes a three-storey 
apartment with one and two-bedroom 
flats. 

The loeal health board’s servioes 
inelude an audiology oentre and 
oommunity and out of hospital servioes, 
with sexual health, podiatry and oph¬ 
thalmology olinios. 

Further faoilities involve a minor 
operations room, a group therapy room, 
speeoh and language therapy, and 
paediatrio servioes. 

The dental surgery will be for patients 
who are obese, with phobias or who 
have additional needs. 

Vehieular aooess will be provided 
from Glan-y-Paro and Sunnyside Road, 
as well as a proposed new aooess from 
Angel Street, to the south. 


Part of the site gained planning eon- 
sent for the development of a earehome 
in 2015 but it was never built due to the 
laok of demand for earehome provision. 

The oonsent, whioh runs for another 
two years, relates to the former oounoil 
offloes only, rather than inoluding the 
magistrates oourt site. 

Lino Cymru says that depending on 
what happens with the registrar’s offloe 
at Ty’r Ardd on the north of the site, it 
plans to add further housing there. 

Bridgend County Borough Couneil 
(BCBC) is looking at moving the 
registrar’s offlee into the eouneil’s oivio 
offloes after an inorease in the number 
of wedding oaneellations was put down 
to building work taking plaee on the 
Sunnyside site. 

The Sunnyside site was purohased by 
Lino Cymru in Maroh 2017 along with 


the magistrates eourt whioh has reoently 
been demolished. 

The Welsh Government has oommit- 
ted £60m to a Health and Housing fund 
whieh supports sohemes jointly pro¬ 
moted by health boards, loeal authorities 
and housing assoeiation seotors. 

Lino Cymru and ABMU says the site 
layout is driven by the opportunities 
for “enoouraging physioal aetivity and 
sooial interaotions”. 

The planning statement highlights 
the oentral eommunal oourtyard spaoe 
and the “large green publio open spaoe 
with spaoe for eommunal growing 
opportunities for the loeal oommunity 
and natural play”. 

Over the summer, two publie meet¬ 
ings were held in Bridgend on the plans. 

In the applioation’s planning state¬ 
ment, Lino Cymru states: “It was made 


olear at both events that although there 
was some support for the proposals, a 
olear level of opposition to the proposed 
development existed within the loeal 
oommunity.” 

Conoems from residents living 
nearby inoluded issues over oar parking, 
trafflo, aooess, future residents and the 
loss of trees. 

The statutory deadline for oomments 
on the plans is January 11 but BCBC 
has said it will oonsider representa¬ 
tions up until the applioation goes to 
eommittee. 

It is likely to go before the February 
or Mareh development eontrol 
eommittee. 

The applioation number is P/18/983/ 
FUL.

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Search for descendants of 
World War One POWs 100 
years after their repatriation 


A Penarth historian 
is searching for the 
descendants of 46 
Penarth men who 
were taken as pris¬ 
oners of war during 
the First World 
War and who were 
repatriated just 
over 100 years ago. 

Bruce Wallace, who 
comes from Penarth, 
but now lives near 
Carmarthen, has been 
researching the lives of 
the men after diseover- 
ing his grandfather’s 
name on a list of repat¬ 
riated prisoners which 
appeared in the press 
a eouple of years ago. 

The list was on the 
menu card for The 
Penarth Repatriated 
POWs Weleome Home 
Dinner, hosted by the 
local council in the Queen 
Restaurant, 1 Royal 
Buildings, Windsor Road 
(now the Ete Restaurant) 
on Mareh 11, 1919. 

Mr Wallace said: 
“Until I saw the menu 
card, I wasn’t even sure 
my grandfather had been 
a POW; it was just a 
family rumour. The card 
contained the names 


Thomas Wallace. 

and addresses of 35 
repatriated POWs and 
my grandfather, Tom 
Wallace of 49 Salop 
Street, was one of them. 
I am grateful to Dorothy 
Foulkes for providing a 
copy of the menu card. 

“Since then, I have 
loeated my grandfather’s 
POW file online and built 
up a picture of his jour¬ 
ney from the trenches 
at Monehy (Arras) in 
France to Dulmen Camp 
in Germany. He spent 
the last 15 months of 
the war there with over 
5,000 other prisoners. 

“I do not know how it 
affeeted my grandfather 
but just a month after 
the 1919 dinner, he got 
married to Phoebe Anne

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End of the line - or a rebirth - for Ford? 



THE death of die¬ 
sel - even though 
no diesel units are 
made at the plant 
- the (planned) 
departure of Jaguar 
Land Rover (JLR), 
the downturn in 
demand (China and 
North America), 
or Brexit, or any 
combination of 
these four and more 
besides have been 
blamed for the woes 
of Ford’s Bridgend 
engine plant over 
recent years. 

History tells us that 
long before an EU 
referendum was on 
the cards, JLR was to 
move engine produc¬ 
tion to a new plant in 
Wolverhampton by 2020. 

The scandal over the 
Deutschlanders’ dodgy 
diesel data has had a 
knock-on effect through¬ 
out the industry, while 
demand in Communist 
People’s Republic of 


China, once so buoyant, 
has seemingly taken away 
a big chunk of JLR’s rev¬ 
enue and thereby demand 
for engines, which had 
anyway been built on 
a “just-in-time” basis. 

Job losses of some 
1,000 have been 
bandied about, but 
what is to be done, 
and who should do it? 

Politicians in the 
area have been quick 
to say “something 
must be done”. Labour 
advises that the Welsh 
Government is doing 
something, but has not 
revealed what, while 
the Conservatives are 
asking for “... more 
detail” about what is 
being, or may be, done. 

Ogmore’s AM Huw 
Irranca-David and MP 
Chris Elmore (nothing, 
at the time of writing, 
received from Madeleine 
Moon or Carwyn Jones, 
Bridgend MP and AM 
respectively) said “... 
the Welsh Government 
is taking a proactive 


approach to help protect 
the many highly skilled 
jobs in Bridgend and 
to secure a sustainable 
future for the plant”. 

Detail on what the 
“proactive approach” 
might constitute was, 
however, missing from 
the duo’s statement. 

Conservative AM 
Suzy Davies AM would 
also like to know. She 
said that because large 
amounts of taxpayers’ 
money has been invested 
in the plant, it is “... 
right we know about how 
Welsh Government has 
been working with Ford.” 

She continued: “The 
Economy Minister said 
that Welsh Government 
would only support Ford 
if ‘five years sustainable 
and secure employment’ 
was guaranteed. We 
need to know how hard 
Welsh Government 
has pushed Ford to 
keep those promises.” 

And so. The GEM 
has turned to motoring 
columnist and industry 


analyst Hayley Pells, of 
Bridgend’s Avia Autos, 
for her expert opinion... 

“As demand drops for 
the older-style gas-guz¬ 
zling engines, the JLR 
contract ending this 2019 
might prove to be superb 
timing for the Ford plant 
to be well placed for the 
Ineos development for 
a new off-road vehicle 
[Projekt Grenadier], if 
the Welsh Government 
can assist the plant 
to gain the agility it 
would require facili¬ 
tating such a change. 

“Land Rover dropped 
the Defender line in 
2016, but the astonishing 
pre-sales for the Suzuki 
Jimny demonstrates real 
appetite for a capa¬ 
ble off-road machine. 

“I agree with Mrs 
Davies that as the whole 
thing has taxpayers ’ 
money invested into 
it, then it should have 
greater transparency. 

“The announcement 
of the highly-anticipated 
partnership between 


Ford Motor Co and 
Volkswagen may also 
have an impact on 
the Bridgend plant. 

“Speculation that the 
new alliance will first 
focus on electric and 
driverless technology 
may not be great news for 
the plant to convert to EV 
[electric vehicle] tech¬ 
nology as Volkswagen 
already has substantial 
infrastructure in place. 

“The Ford-VW alli¬ 
ance is an interesting 
move in the automotive 
industry, and Herbert 
Diess, CEO of VW, 
sees unity as a path to 
more efficient man¬ 
ufacturing, research 
and development. ” 
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Tough talk from Bridgend 
Council over Ford fears 


THE Leader of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has said the local 
authority will “mobilise 
all its resources” to help 
any employees affected by 
redundancy after the “very 
worrying” news that Ford 
in Bridgend could cut 1,000 
jobs. 

On January 11, sources said the 
engine plant, which makes petrol 
engines for Ford vehicles and 
other car firms, including Jaguar 
Land Rover, would be hardest hit 
in plans which involve a total of 
1,150 job losses in the UK. 

Speaking at a council meeting 
on January 14, Cllr David said: 
“It’s very worrying news from 
Bridgend Ford - it’s our biggest 
private sector employer. 

“We stand ready to do whatever 
we need to do to support that 
plant. 

“We will mobilise all our 
resources to help any employees 
affected by redundancy. 

“Obviously, we will work very 
closely with Welsh Government 
and UK Government because the 
type of support and intervention 
that would make a difference to 
Bridgend Ford would come pri¬ 
marily from them.” 

Interim chief executive Mark 
Shephard told councillors there 


was a problem with the lack of 
clarity over the plant’s future. 

He said: “There isn’t yet official 
notice of job losses - there are 
mixed messages. 

“In terms of direct intervention 
in Ford it would probably have 
to be Welsh Government or UK 
Government. 

“We have a ‘redundancy 
response team’ which we have 
used in the past, for example with 
Sony and Kraft, where we liaise 
with other agencies like Welsh 
Government and Careers Wales 
to provide all the support we pos¬ 
sibly can to help people into new 
jobs.” 

He added: “The scale of this is 
very significant. 

“It’s really about deploying our 
resources with other agencies - 
there is a history of doing this 
previously but perhaps not on 
quite the same scale.” 

It is understood there are plans 
for two phases of cuts at the 
Bridgend plant, achieved by 2021. 

Ford has given no details about 
job losses in the UK but has said 
it is starting consultations with 
unions to implement a “compre¬ 
hensive transformation strategy”. 

Cllr Richard Young, cabinet 
member for communities, said the 
news was “devastating” and was 
far wider than Ford with ancillary 
industries such as catering and 
supply chains also affected. 


Cllr Cheryl Green, chairman 
of the corporate overview and 
scrutiny committee, said that if 
the job losses did take place there 
should be a case for the county 
to be treated as having a special 
status when it came to deciding 
on the location of projects funded 
under the Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal. 

She said: “If it does happen it 
will be devastating not just for 
the people directly employed but 
all those who supply services and 
goods. 

“It’s going to be like a bomb. 

“We’ve been here before with 
Sony which was devastating - we 
want to learn from the past and 
see what we can do now to offset 
the impact. 

“We are not going to offset 
1,000 well-paid jobs but if we 
could be treated as a specialist 
case it would help.” 

Cabinet members were respond¬ 
ing to a question asked by Cllr 
Ross Penhale-Thomas during the 
corporate overview and scrutiny 
committee over what was being 
done to try and support the plant in 
Bridgend, and maintain as many 
jobs as possible.

This was echoed 
by local farmer Abi 
Reader of Goldlsand 
Farm in Wenvoe. 

The GEM asked her 
for her thoughts, and 
here she shares them 
with readers: 

Veganuary, in my 
view, should be a 
celebration of seasonal 
British fruit and vege¬ 
tables that we can grow 
in this country. 

There will always 
be a small caveat to 
import some ‘luxuries’ 
from overseas which 
we all like to eat - at 
this time of year I’m 
particularly thinking of 
oranges and nuts. 

Unfortunately, 
the reality is that 
Veganuary is a cam¬ 
paign by animal rights 
activist extremists to 
smear farmers names 
and reputations. And 
I’ll admit the war is 
ugly in both sides with 
extremists and angry 
farmers locking horns. 

I have very little 
interest in engaging 
with either side, but 
still myself and others 
are prey for these 
extremists and being 
called a murderer, 
rapist and kidnapper 
has become a weekly 
occurrence. 

I absolutely object 
to anyone, especially 
those who have never 


set foot on a British 
farm, declaring I do not 
look after my animals. 

My livestock are my 
pride and joy; for them 
everything comes first, 
whatever they need. 

Even in is simplest 
sense, an unhappy 
animal will never make 
money, so it’s not in 
any farmer’s interests 
to have bad welfare. 

As a country, we 
have some of the high¬ 
est standards of animal 
welfare in the world. 
Not only should we be 
proud of this, we could 
keep pushing higher 
and higher. 

There’s nothing 
wrong with questioning 
animal welfare stand¬ 
ards; if we didn’t we 
would never improve, 
but do it in a civilised 
and respectful manner. 

Here in Wales, the 
main crop we can 
grow, in this climate on 
this soil, is grass. 

If I could grow these 
specialist crops like 
almonds and soya at a 
commercially viable 
scale, I would. What 
I can grow is grass, in 
abundance. 

My milk is produced 
by our fabulous team 
of cows (all total divas) 
and farm staff (also a 
few divas). 

It is processed (pas¬ 
teurised and bottled) 
in Wales and sold in 


Welsh shops. 

In total, this milk 
will travel no more 
than 200 miles and will 
cost you less than 50p 
for every litre (that’s 
2.2 pints) you buy. 

And it is just 
milk; delicious and 
nutritious, absolutely 
nothing added to it. 

Not only this, we 
are fully carbon foot- 
printed, farm assured 
(Red Tractor) and we 
do a lot within our 
local community. 

If you select a 
so-called alternative 
such as almond ‘juice’ 
it will travel over 5,000 
miles from California, 
use a significant 
amount of energy to 
preserve it in transport, 
has a host of additives 
to stabilise and enhance 
its nutritional value 
and will cost you over 
£1.70 for every litre. 

If anyone is 
concerned about 
where their local food 
comes from, my farm 
participates every year 
in Open Farm Sunday, 
a free event where we 
throw our gates open 
for you to see what we 
do. This year it is on 
June 9. Please come 
and talk to us.

Warm winter 
confusing bees - 
News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


IT is all quiet at the 
Fonmon Apiary as the 
single figure tempera¬ 
tures have put a stop to 
any external activities. 

However, should the tem¬ 
peratures rise to double figures 
and we have rain-free days, the 
ladies of each colony will be 
out and about looking to use 
any early sources of nectar and 
pollen. Snowdrops are already 
in bloom and the catkins and 
celandines will not be too far 
behind. 

Each of the colonies had 
sufficient stores put by to 
see them through the winter 
months, but due to the very 
mild conditions and the bees 
being ever active, a great deal 
of those winter stores will have 
been consumed. 

The beekeeper must now be 
alert and ready to give addi¬ 
tional supplies such as sugar 
dough or liquid sugar, but 
again the temperatures have to 
be taken into account. 

If there are single figure 
temperatures, the bees will not 
readily avail themselves of the 
stores on offer and getting it 
right is a must! 

A winter colony will 
cease activity from around 
I November until March. 
Normally, external activity 
should cease and demands on 
the stored food will be very 
low, so there will be no need 
to give supplemental feeding. 


However, things are far 
from normal and all of this is 
very confusing to those who 
are new to the beekeeping art. 

Another element, which is 
apparent to those of us who 
monitor the colonies for 
Varroa mite numbers, is the 
continuing reproduction cycle 
of the mites throughout the 
winter months; this should not 
be occurring at all. 

When the winter tray debris 
is examined, it should only 
reveal dead dark brown adult 
mites. My observations and 
counting sessions are revealing 
quite a number of immature 
(white) mites, and this is proof 
that things are not as they 
should be. 

Queen bees should not be 
laying over the winter period, 
so why are there immature 
mites? They can only exist if a 
queen bee is continuing to lay 
eggs. These eggs will become 
larvae, and these larvae will 
provide the conditions for 
the Varroa adult to multiply. 
Sealed larvae will eventually 
become bees and chew their 
way out of the cell. 

The reproducing mites will 
also exit the cell along with 
the new bee, and often the bee 
is ready to emerge before the 
mites reach adulthood (dark 
brown colour), hence the white 
mites I am finding. 

Are the bees adapting to 
climatic changes?

I ’D like to start 
this article by 
wishing all Vale 
residents a sincere, 
if slightly belated, 
happy New Year. 

2019 promises to be 
an exciting 12 months 
for the Vale, with a 
number of high-profile 
projects in the pipeline,

Schools across the 
county are currently 
benefitting from an 
‘unprecedented level of 
investment’ from this 
collaboration between 
the Council and Welsh 
Government.

Band A covered six 


projects, including a 
new Welsh medium 
school,Ysgol Gymraeg 
Nant Talwg, opened in 
Barry, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Gwaun Y Nant was 
expanded, remodelled 
and resurfaced and Oak 
Field Primary received 
a new two-story school 
with i nn ovative learning 
areas. 

Llantwit Major has a 
new Welsh medium pri¬ 
mary school as well as 
the creation of Llantwit 
Learning Community, 
a large campus in the 
middle of the town made 
up of a new primary 
school and a remodelled 
comprehensive school 
with significantly 
upgraded facilities. 

The Penarth Learning 
Community has also 
been established,

Welsh Government 
has altered the inter¬ 
vention rate for the 21st 
Century Schools project, 
meaning they will now 
pay 65 per cent of the 
costs towards work 
carried out on non-faith 
schools, when previously 
there was a 50/50 split 
with the local authority. 

Seventy five per cent 
of funding for schools 
catering for pupils with 
additional learning needs 
will also now come from 
Welsh Government, 
who will pay the same 
proportion towards Pupil 
Referral Units. 

The reduction in 
council contribution 
has meant the money 
saved can be spent on 
expanding the scope of 
certain projects, while 


the authority’s purse has 
also been boosted by 
around £11 million. 

Pencoedtre High 
School and St Nicholas 
Church in Wales School 
will both undergo total 
rebuilds instead of the 
originally-intended 
redevelopments, and 
a greater number of 
children with Additional 
Learning Needs can be 
accommodated at Ysgol 
y Deri. 

The plans include

to the biopic, and per¬ 
haps the one that creates 
the most impact is that 
there is more dramatic 
juice in the fall than in 
the rise. Stan & Ollie 
follows this rule; rather 
than showing the pair in 
their pomp (although we 
get flashbacks to times 
when things were more 
rosy, notably a gorgeous 
tracking shot that opens 
the fllm) this shows 
them, if not at rock 
bottom, then certainly 
hovering around that 
particular area. 

What it creates is a 
story, and a film, that is 
both a warm paean to 
the magic they created, 
yet also a touching tale 
about what happens 
when calls are not 
returned and careers are 
missing, presumed dead. 

A film like this stands 
or falls on the central 
performances, and both 
Steve Coogan and John 
C Reilly are magnificent.

character, but both men 
indelibly bring not just 
the public faces of the 
duo to life, but the men 
behind the image. 

Coogan’s Laurel is 
the studious, determined 
one, aiming to get a new 
film for the pair off the 
ground, constantly work¬ 
ing on jokes and ideas 
and driving the pair 
forward, while Reilly’s 
Hardy is suffering 


from health worries, 
determined the show 
will go on. 

What tears at the 
pair’s relationship 
throughout, to varying 
degrees, is the fact that 
the latter made a film 
without the former (the, 
quite literal, elephant 
in the room), and while 
buried it’s never been 
forgotten, and here’s 
where the dramatic drive 
of the film lives. 

Behind every good 
man is a good woman, 
and here there are two: 
Shirley Henderson as 
Oliver’s wife Lucille 
and Nina Arianda as 
Stan’s wife Ida. Lucille 
is a former script editor, 
Ida a former dancer 
who starred in a Preston 
Sturgess film and won’t 
let anyone forget it, and 
their gentle sniping at 
each other adds another 
layer to proceedings; 
their performances, 
along with Rufus Jones 
as the pair’s booking 
agent, are superbly 
essayed.

Jon S Baird’s direc¬

west Wales and this is 
processed at our facility 
near Cowbridge into 
10” or 14” logs. The 
logs are then dried in 
a biomass kiln and 
delivered locally on our 
vehicles, meaning our 
supply chain has a low 
carbon footprint. 

“With air pollution 
a growing concern for 
many, we are working 
to educate consumers 
how they can reduce 
their emissions by 
switching from an open 
fire or old stove to a 
more efficient modem 
‘ecodesign ready’ stove, 
and making sure they 
bum properly seasoned 
or dried wood.” 

Topstak is also 
registered with HETAS, 
the industry regulator, 
and the entire team is 


trained to its stringent 
standards. 

Adam said: “Being 
registered with HETAS 
is essential to us, as it’s 
a guarantee of a high 
level of service to our 
customers. They are 
assured that their stoves 
are being installed by 
an experienced and 
reputable company and 
one which adheres to 
industry regulations.” 

Bmce Allen, CEO of 
HETAS said: “Stoves 
have become more 
sophisticated pieces of 
equipment, as manufac¬ 
turers develop ways to 
make their appliances 
more efficient and 
cleaner burning.

Wayne makes 300th

WAYNE Fooks, the daddy 
of the Bridgend Athletic first 
team, made his 300th first XV 
appearance for the Athletic in 
the Division One East Central 
game against Glamorgan 
Wanderers on January 12, 
where he played the full 80 
minutes competing very well 
as usual against two much 
larger props during the game. 

Only Stuart Morris, with 458 senior 
appearances in total, and Simon 
Mustoe with 314 senior appearances 
in total, lead him. Potentially Wayne 
could become only the second player 
to make 400 Ath senior appearances 
some time next season. 

This club legend has the most 
Athletic senior forward appearances - 
369 - and two of the current Athletic

his career. 

Having played in most of the club 
age group teams, Wayne played youth 
rugby before, 20 seasons ago in 1998, 
he made his first senior appearance.

He has seen the club progress 
from the old Division Five through 
to the Championship and is currently 
playing in Division One East Central, 
holding off the challenge of many 
club props of far greater stature than 
him. 

Not many opposing props 
have out-scrummaged him either. 
Remarkably he came back from a 
double ankle and broken leg in a 
Championship game at Narbeth two 
seasons ago. He has crossed for 29 
tries and has 145 points to his name. 

He remembers playing in a Silver 
Ball final, with the likes of Lee 
Byrne, Stuart Morris, Robert Coles, 
Gareth Bartlett and Lee Grabham in 
the same team. 

Wayne is a very popular player 
and person with everybody associated 
with club to which he has given so 
mueh. This was duly recognised when 
he was once awarded clubman of the 
year. He is also among a handful of 
players awarded an Athletic cap. 

Wayne coached the mini and 
juniors tracking his son Brandon, now 
with the Athletic youth, through the 
age groups. He is now on a second 



cycle coaching the under-9s team in 
which his daughter Lauren plays. 

Team manager Paul Heame added: 
“Wayne is without doubt an integral 
part of the first XV as well as the 
club. He is a clubman through and 
through and to play so many games 
is a testament to his dedieation and 
fitness. 

He is a secret trainer, seen in a 
gymnasium most mornings! He is a 
credit to Bridgend Athletic RFC, and 
long may he continue playing for us.” 

Forwards coach David Williams 
added: “Wayne has been great to 
coach. To play in the demanding 
position of prop forward for so long is 
a massive achievement.”

BRIDGEND’S Ryan Day 
produced a final frame 128 
total clearance to beat 
Scotland’s John Higgins 6-5 
in the first round of the UK 
Masters snooker tourna¬ 
ment at Alexandra Palace. 

Higgins, 43, a four-times world 
champion and twice a winner 
of the Masters, won three of the 
opening four frames, including a 
break of 65, to race into a 3-1 lead. 

But Day, 38, fought his way 
back into the match with three suc¬ 
cessive breaks of 52, 111 and 83. 


With the match eventually 
poised at 5-5, he finished with 
a 128, the highest break of the 
match, to clinch the deciding frame. 

He will now face Ro nn ie O’Sullivan 
in the quarter-finals today (Thursday). 

Day, from Pontycymer, is ranked 
13th in the world. He has won over 
£1.5 million in a 20-year profes¬ 
sional career and made 354 century 
breaks, including a maximum 147. 

The Masters is one the three ‘tri¬ 
ple crown’ events on the snooker 
circuit, with only the world’s top 
16 players being eligible to play.
